I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1967. 

The  Birth  Rate  fell,  from  17.4  to  14.4. 

The  Death  Rate  again  fell,  from  15.9  to  15.3. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  fell  from  39.0  to  17.6. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer  rose  from 
50  to  56.  Twelve  of  these  deaths,  10  males  and  2  females, 
were  attributed  to  lung  cancer. 

Deaths  from  coronary  artery  disease  again  fell,  from 
53  to  46. 

Three  deaths  from  suicide  were  recorded. 

No  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified. 

Eight  cases  of  food  poisoning,  which  proved  to  be  of  a 
mild  nature,  were  notified. 

No  cases  of  diphtheria,  pneumonia  or  poliomyelitis 
were  notified. 


Water  Supplies 

The  water  supply  to  the  Borough  continued  to  be 
satisfactory  as  regards  purity  and  quantity. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  is  less  than  0.1  parts 
per  million. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  samples  were  taken  by  the  I.W. 
River  and  Water  Authority  for  routine  bacteriological 
examination  and  the  results  were  as  follows: —

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SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  following  slaughterhouses  were  licensed  for  the  year 
1907: 

1.  Heytesbury  Slaughterhouse,  Worsley  Road,  New¬ 
port,  occupied  by  F.M.C.  (Meat)  Ltd.  1st  January 
1967 — 31st  July  1967  and  1st  August  1967 — 31st 
December  1967. 

2.  35-43  Scarrots  Lane,  Newport,  occupied  by  Bennett 
&  Hamilton  Ltd.  1st  January  1967 — 31st  December 
1967. 

Nine  hundred  and  thirty-seven  visits  were  made  to 
slaughterhouses  in  connection  with  meat  inspection  and 
licensing. 

A  licence  for  seven  months  (January- July)  was  issued  in 
connection  with  Heytesbury  Slaughterhouse  and  a  condition 
of  its  renewal  on  1st  August  1967  was  that  certain  items  of 
disrepair,  maintenance  and  structural  alterations  should  be 
carried  out.  The  necessary  works  were  completed  on  time 
and  the  licence  was  renewed. 

Mr.  G.  Woods  took  up  his  duties  as  Meat  Inspector  in 
March  1967. 

The  number  of  slaughtermen  licensed  by  the  Council 
was  21. 


KNACKER’S  YARD

Regulation  1G  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regula¬ 
tions  1960  relates  to  the  provision  of  personal  washing 
facilities  for  food  handlers  and  Regulation  19  deals  with 
facilities  for  washing  food  and  equipment. 

Ten  complaints  were  received  from  customers  about 
various  foods  and  of  these,  six  concerned  the  presence  of 
extraneous  material  of  some  sort.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
cases  reported  to  the  Department  each  year  represent  only  a 
fraction  of  those  incidents  which  actually  occur  and  on  this 
assumption  the  position  is  far  from  satisfactory.  The  prob¬ 
lem  is  linked  with  a  growing  demand  for  foods  which  require 
only  a  minimum  of  preparation  in  the  home  and  there  is 
every  reason  to  think  that  this  demand  will  go  on  increasing. 

SWIMMING  POOLS 

There  are  two  public  swimming  pools  in  the  Borough, 
three  at  private  holiday  camps  and  four  at  schools. 

Eleven  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion  and  one  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  The  matter  was 
investigated  and  rectified. 
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HOUSING 

One  Closing  Order  and  one  Demolition  Order  were  made 
in  respect  of  unfit  houses  and  Undertakings  not  to  use  for 
human  habitation  were  accepted  from  the  owners  of  the  two 
houses. 

Twenty-seven  new  dwellings  were  completed  in  the 
calendar  year  1967,  and  in  accordance  with  the  policy  of  the 
Council  over  the  past  six  years,  these  were  mainly  units  with 
one  and  two  bedrooms.  Only  6  three  bedroomed  houses 
were  built,  and  the  rehousing  of  younger  families  has  been 
achieved  by  moving  middle  aged  and  elderly  people  whose 
families  have  left  home  into  the  smaller  units.  The  Housing 
Officer  has  often  told  me  that  Newport  has  enough  three 
bedroomed  houses  but  the  wrong  families  are  in  them. 
There  are  still  about  65  houses  occupied  by  elderly  couples, 
or  one  surviving  partner. 

The  number  of  vacancies  occuring  during  the  year  was 
only  20,  compared  with  38  the  year  before.  Eight  of  these 
arose  out  of  the  deaths  of  the  occupiers,  and  six  tenants  were 
able  to  purchase  their  own  houses. 

The  occupants  of  three  of  the  four  dwellings  dealt  with 
under  “Slum  Clearance”  procedure  were  rehoused  during 
the  year,  all  in  one  bedroom  flats. 

The  Special  Housing  units  at  Wallace  Court  continue  to 
be  a  great  success.  Several  of  the  occupants  are  now  over 
90  years  of  age,  and  cope  fairly  well  with  a  little  assistance 
from  the  Home  Help  Service.  The  I.W.  County  Council  have 
offered  an  additional  piece  of  land  adjoining  Wallace  Court 
on  which  about  ten  more  units  can  be  erected,  and  the 
Borough  Council  are  interested  in  taking  advantage  of  this 
offer  to  provide  Special  Housing  facilities  for  married  couples; 
at  present  the  bungalows  are  restricted  to  occupation  by 
single  persons.  The  enlarged  estate  might  require  the 
services  of  a  Warden  whose  duties  would  include  a  daily  visit 
to  each  resident.  The  cost  of  a  resident  warden  would  be 
offset  in  part  by  an  increased  subsidy  from  County  Council 
funds. 

Newport  Council  were  the  first  Island  Housing  Authority 
to  build  Special  Housing  Units,  and  have  since  been  followed 
by  Ryde,  Cowes,  and  Sandown-Shanklin.  We  have  learned 
a  few  lessons  in  the  past  few  years,  and  one  of  the  most 
important  has  been  that  traditional  open  fires  with  back 
boilers  are  not  the  ideal  heating  apparatus  for  old  people. 
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The  l,0001h  dwelling  in  the  Housing  Revenue  Account 
was  ready  for  letting  in  December.  A  few  of  the  Council’s 
earlier  houses  were  acquired  from  the  Rural  District  Council 
following  a  review  of  Local  Government  Boundaries  in  1933, 
and  the  Borough  Council  cannot  yet  claim  to  have  con¬ 
structed  a  thousand  dwellings. 

We  do  not  know  as  yet  what  the  house  building  pro¬ 
gramme  will  be  in  1968,  but  in  view  of  the  national  economic 
situation  it  is  likely  to  be  restricted  to  the  provision  of  housing 
for  the  elderly  and  for  those  displaced  from  unfit  dwellings. 
The  construction  of  a  large  number  of  small  units  would  l3c 
the  answer  to  both  these  problems. 

By  the  Spring  of  1968  the  present  building  contract  at 
Pan  will  be  completed  bringing  the  total  of  all  units  to  1,013 
(about  one  sixth  of  the  habitable  dwellings  in  the  Borough).

RODENT  AND  INSECT  PEST  CONTROL 

The  following  properties  were  inspected  under  Part  1  of 
the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949,  during  the

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A  rodent  control  service  is  available  for  all  types  of 
premises.  For  private  dwellings  the  service  is  free  and  for 
business  premises  work  is  carried  out  either  on  a  time  and 
materials  basis  or  by  annual  contract  at  a  fixed  charge. 
The  annual  contract  arrangement  is  often  preferred  because 
it  provides  for  periodic  inspection  and  treatment  so  that  there 
is  less  likelihood  of  an  infestation  building  up  to  alarming 
proportions  before  treatment  is  started.  Advice  about 
rodent  proofing  of  buildings  is  also  given.  The  number  of 
contracts  in  operation  during  the  year  was  63. 

A  total  of  702  treatments  was  carried  out  in  premises  of 
all  kinds  and  in  addition  8  ships  were  inspected  on  behalf  of 
the  Cowes  Port  Health  Authority  in  connection  with  Rodent 
Control  Certificates. 

The  Council’s  refuse  tip  was  regularly  inspected  and 
treated  and  the  usual  twice  yearly  treatment  of  sewers  was 
carried  out. 

Fifty  complaints  were  received  about  insects  of  various 
kinds  and  advice  was  given  and  treatment  carried  out  where 
necessary.  There  was  also  a  large  number  of  complaints 
about  wasps  nests  and  these  were  dealt  with  by  the 
Department. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  made  to  all  domestic 
properties  except  a  few  outlying  farms  which  receive  fort¬ 
nightly  collections.  Trade  refuse  is  collected  on  four  days 
each  week  except  for  foodshops  which  have  five  collections. 

The  following  collection  vehicles  were  in  use  at  the  end 
of  1967:—

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No  new  vehicles  were  purchased  during  the  year  and 
difficulties  were  experienced  because  of  the  limited  carrying 
capacity  of  (a)  and  (b)  and  the  fact  that  they  were  both 
nearing  the  end  of  their  useful  life.  It  is  anticipated  that 
they  will  be  replaced  by  one  or  two  new  large  capacity 
vehicles  in  1968. 

Refuse  disposal  is  by  means  of  crude  tipping  at  Sandpit 
Plantation,  Briddlesford  and  covering  is  carried  out  inter¬ 
mittently  according  to  availability  of  soil  etc.  from  public 
works  contractors. 

Tipping  space  is  becoming  limited  and  negotiations  have 
commenced  with  a  view  to  securing  a  further  seven  acre  site 
which  will  enable  tipping  to  continue  for  a  considerable  time. 

In  December  1967  a  meeting  was  held  between  members 
and  officers  of  Cowes  Urban  and  Newport  Borough  Councils 
on  the  question  of  setting  up  a  joint  refuse  pulverisation 
plant.  The  meeting  called  for  a  report  by  the  Cowes 
Engineer  and  the  Newport  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector 
on  the  advisability  of  a  joint  refuse  disposal  system  for  the 
two  towns. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  surface  water  drainage  scheme  for  the  Melbourne 
Park  area  commenced  last  year  was  completed  and  now 
takes  a  large  quantity  of  surface  water  which  was  overloading 
the  soil  sewerage  system.  Whilst  this  work  was  being  carried 
out  in  Castle  Road  the  opportunity  was  taken  to  replace  the 
old  defective  brick  barrel-constructed  sewer  by  a  12in.  salt 
glazed  stoneware  sewer. 

The  pumping  station  at  Beechcroft  Drive,  Wootton,  was 
taken  over  by  the  Council.  Soil  and  surface  water  sewers 
were  adopted  at  Cynthia  Grove  and  Gordon  Road,  Newport. 
On  15  other  private  estate  developments  sewers  have  been 
constructed  under  agreements  with  the  Council,  envisaging 
future  adoption.
